Both 
Houſes Voted it a High Breach of Priviledge of Parliament; for 
any Perſon (nor cxcepting/King or Judge) to oppoſe their Com- 
mands, or to deny that to be Law, which the. two Houſes decla- 
red to be ſo. In their Declaratiqn againſt the Scors Papers, p. 635
